From the early days of constrnction there had 
heen apprehensions thatthe foundation was not 
of suffigent size tosustain the column, if carried 
to the heightorigipaly designed. Investigations 
were made by capable engineers, and the conclus- 
drawn by them were to the eflect that 
existing foundation should not 

ve subjected to any additional load whatever. In 
IS7S an eppropriation was made to be expended by 
the commision in giving greater stability to the 
foundation, and werk was begun in January of 
1879 and finished in May of 1t8&. The weakness 
of the old foungation Ivy in the fact that it was too 
shallow aud c@@ecred an area of ground insifiicient 
to sustain the pressure of the completed work. 
The strengthening cousisted in the enlargement 
of ibe foundation by spreading it over a greater 
area and sinking it to a greater depth into the 
earth. As completed the new foundation covers 
iwoanda balf times as much area and extends 
thirteen and a half feet deeper than the old one. 
The pressure on the earth beneath the 
foundation aTe no where greater 
tban the experiences of years have 
shown this earth to be able to sustain, while the 
strength of the masonry in the foundation itself 
is largely in excess ofthe strain brought upon it. 
‘he stability of this base is assured against all 
natura! Cauces except earthquakes or the washlug 
ett of the sand bed beneath thefoundation. The 
first marble block was set in the shaft on the 
scventb of August. 1880. and the last stone was 
pleced at the level 500 on the 9th of Atigust, 1554, 
thus cousuming four seasons in finishing the 
chaft. The topmost stone of the pyramid was set 
on the 6th of December, 1584, thus essentially 
completing the obelisk. The masonry constructed

PRESIDENT ARTHUR'S RESPONSE. 

Piesident Arthur was greeted by a round of 
bearty cheers. He read his remarks from manu- 
script, in a clear strong voice, to‘which the audi- 
ence listened more eagerly than to the words of 
any oiberspeaker. He said: 

Fellow Countrymen: Beiore the dawn of the 
c niury whose eventful years will soon have fatied 
into ihe past, When death had but lately robbed 
this repub ic oi its most beloved and illustrious 
ci izen, t@econgress of the United States pledged 
t e faith of the nation that in this city, bearing 
his honored name,and thenas now the seat of 
uel eral government, a monument should be erec- 
ted, toc ommemorate the great events of his mili- 
tay nd political life. The stately column that 
sun tches heavenward from the plain whereod we 
S a) d, bears witness to all who 
Lehoid it, that the covenant 
whieh cur fethers made their children have ft!- 
filled. In the completion of this great work of pa- 
triotic endeavor, there isabundant cause for na- 
tional rejoicing, for while this structure shall en- 
dure itsha)l be to all mankinda steadfast token 
Ot whe afiectionate and reverent regard in which 
this pecple continue to hold the memory of 
Washington. Well may he ever 
keep the foremost: place in the hearts 
of biscc untrymen. A taith that never faltered;a 
wisdom that was broeder and deeper than auy 
learning taught in the schools: a courage that 
str nk from no peril and was @ismayed by no de- 
fe-t: a Joyalty that kept all selfish purpose subor- 
dinate to the demands of patriotism aud honor; a 
sagacity that displayed itself in camp and cabinet 
alife, and above all, that harmonious union of 
moral and intellectual qualities which has neither 
feund is parallel among men; these are 
the attributes of characte: which the 
intelligent thought of this. country § as- 
cribes to the grandest figure of the last 
but other and more eloquent lips than mine will 
to dey rebearse to you the story of his noble life 
and its glorious achievements. To myseli has 
been astigned the simpler apd more formal duty, 
in tbe fulfillment of which I do now, 
as president of the United States, and in behalf of 
the people, receive this monument from the 
bhandscf its builder, and declare it dedicated 
from this time forth to the immortal mame and 
m<cmeory of George Washington.

in order came the first troop, the Philade!phia 
City Cavalry—organized in 1774, Captain E. Burd 
Grubb, commanding, which was assigned to duty 
as the escort to the marshal of theday. This troop 
was megnificentiy mounted, with uniform con- 
sisting of blue caps, white trousers and meta! hel- 
met. with white plumes, 

The marshal of the first division was Brevet 
Major General R.B. Avers, United States army, 
wao was accompanied by ten aides in artillery 
uniform. The following in order came: Three 
battalions of regwar United States artillery, num- 
bering several hundred men. A battalion of the 
(nited States marine corps and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artilery company of Massachu- 

tis, orgenized in 1635, Captain Augus- 
tus W bittemore commanding. The 
peculiar combination of uniforms of the various 
branches of the service caused much comment, as 
did, alec, the large nvmber of men in line, who 
had passed the meridian of life. Nevertheless, 
their marchipg was excellent, and the evolutions 
ol thiscompany were rewarded by liberal applause, 
ALout eighty men represented the Governor's 
Foot Guards of Connecticut, organized in 1771, 
Major J. C. Kinney, commanding. This company 
wes handsomely uniformed in black and scarlet, 
marched well and, altogetber, presented a very 
creditable appearance. It claims the honor 
of being the only military organiza- 
tion tbat has preserved an active 
exist« nce.

The Guard of National Rifles and the 
Lawrence Light Infantry, the Massachusetts Vol- 
unteer Militia, Captain J. E, Blake commanding. 
The last named compary had about fifty men in 
line, plainly but neatly uniformed in bine. . The 
Detroit Light Guard of Michigan, First Lieutén- 
ant George W. Carns commanding, were greeted 
with cheers and with waving o! handkerchiefs all 
along the line of march. They marched with 
absolute precision and their evolutions were exe- 
euted with maohine-like accuracy. Their nniform 
was u tiriking combination of hbiue 
and white with white shakors, 
The Washington High School Cadets 


came next, followed by the Fusiliers of Charies- 
ton, South Carolina, which mustered about thirty- 
five men and bore a magnificent banner with a 
palm etto tree device. This company was organized 
in 3775, and is commanded by Captain Henry 
Schachte, Another ancient organization was the 
Richmond Light Infantry Blues, which claims 
1797 a8 the date of its birth. Their blue suits, 
helmets and white plumes made up a beautiful 
upiform, and altogether they preseated a soldierly 
eppearance. In order came the Washington Light 
Infantry, the Union Veteran Corps, the Wash- 
ington Continentals, the Emmett Guard, the 
Wesbington Rifle Corps, the -Butler Zouaves, the 
Vashineton Cadet Corps, the Capital City 
of St. Johns, the Academy Cadet corps, of Alexan- 
dria. Va. 
THE CIVIL DIVISION, 

The second division was in charge of Major Gen- 
eral Fitzhugh Lee, of Virginia. It was composed 
mainly of Masonic organizations and persons who 
part.cipated in the ceremonies of the day. There 


were about sixty carriages in line, including those | 


containing the president and his cabinet, the dip- 
lomatic corps, the members of the judiciary, visi- 
ting governors and their staffs, senators and rep- 
resentatives, officers of the army and navy, and 
persons who had taken pant in the work on the 
monument. The president and many 
otbers used their private carriages. 
Tbese provided for the invited guests were re 
lieved of the funeral aspect by being decorated 
with firgs. The deplomate corps was well repre- 
sented, as was also the houses of congress. Nearly 
ail the local Masonic organizations were represen- 
ted inline. They numbered one thousand men, 
and there was as many more from neighboring 
states. Among the visiting or, anizations were 
the Commandery Knights Templar, of Trenton, N. 
J ; the grand ecommandery Knights Templar, of 
Maryland; the grand commandeiy Knights Tem- 
plar, Of Virginia: the Alexandria-Washington 
lodge, of Alexandria, Va.; Washington lodge 
No. 3, Of Baltimore, Md.; St. John’s lodge No. 1, 
of New York city; Fredericksburg lodge No. 4, of 
Fredericksburg. Vo.;: the grand lodges of West 
Virginia, of Michigan, of Illinois, of Dele 
ware, of Maryland, 0! New York, 
of Nerth Carolina, of Pennsylvania and of Massa- 
chusetis. The ranks of each of these lodges were 
thinned considerably by the cold weather. All 
wore their full regalia and presented a fine appear- 
ance. Bands of music were distributed liberally 
breughont the divisions. Secretaries MeCullech 
end Lincoln were in one carriage, Secretary Teller 
aud Postmaster-General Hatton in another, and 
eecretary Chandler and Attorney-General Brewster 
in another. Senators Sherman and Bayard, who 
it beside each other on the monument stand, 
occupied the same carriage in the procession. 

Tbe third division, which was commanded by 
brevet Brigadier General W. W. Dudley. as chiel 
marshal, was compored mainly of posts of the 
crand army ofthe republic and civic organiza- 
tions ofthe District of Columbia. Among the 
rosts represented in the line were Rawlins, Kit 
Carson, Lincoln, Morton, Meade, Reynolds, Gar- 
field, Burnside, Sumner and Farrall, numbering 

i all about one hundred men, The union veteran 
corps of the District of Columbia acted as an e- 
ort to the grand army of the republic.

At ten minutes past two the National Washing 
ton monument association was announced 
in the house, and headed by 
W, WwW. Corcoran, Judge Bancroft, 
and President Welling, of Columbian university, 
it marched in and took the seats assigned to it iu 
front and a little to the left of the speaker’s desk. 
Shortly afterwards General Sheridan and bis staff 
entered amid loud clapping of bands, and their 
briliant uniforms tended to lend an air of 
gaiety tothe scene, The president and his cabinet 
next appeared, and the large assembly 
rose snd heartily applauded, as the chief execu- 
tive sud bis advisers passed down the main aisle, 
and were assigned to seats in the space directly in 
front of the speaker's desk. The supreme court, 
the judiciary of the district, and the diplomatic 
corps followed, and flanked the presidential! 
party, and at 2:50 the senate preceeded by its o/ffi- 
cers, was escorted to the space reserved for it. Its 
presiding cfficer, Mr. Edmunds, proceeded to 
the speaker's desk, where the gavel was courteously 
hended to bim by Speaker Carlisle.

MR. DANIEL INTRODUCED, 

As the strainsof the air ended, Mr. Edmunds 
introduced Hon. J. W. Daniel, who was greeted 
with long, continued clapping of hands, Mr. 
Daniel proceeded to deliver his oration. Though 
having bis manuecript on the desk before him, 
Mr. baniel referred to it but once or twice during 
the course of his oration. He spoke in an easy 
manner, his voice being finely modulated to suit 
the meaning of his sentences, and his speech was 
accentuated and emphasized by graceful gestures. 
In the course of his remarks, he said: 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Commis- 
Sion: Solitary and alone in its grandeur stands 
forth the character of Washington in History: sol. 
itary and alone like some peak that has no fellow 
in the mountain range of greatness. 

“Washington,” says Guizot: ‘“‘Washington did 
the tvo greatest things which in politics it is per- 
mitted 10 man to attempt. He maintained by 
Peace the Independence of his country which he 
bed conquered by War. He founded a free goy- 
€rument in the pame of the principles of order, 
and by re-establishing their sway:’’ Washington 
did indeed these things. But hedid more. Outof 
disconnected fragments he mouldeda whole and 
macdeita country. He achieved his country’s in- 
dependence by thesword. Hematintatned that in- 
depencéence by peace as by war. He finally estab- 
lished beth his country and its freedom in an en- 
during frame of Constitutional Government, fash- 
ioned to make Liberty and Union one and insep- 
erable. These four things together constitute the 
unexam pled achievements of Washington. 

The World has ratified the profound remark of 
Fisber Ames, that ‘“‘he changed mankind's ideas 
of political greatness.’’ It has approved the opin- 
ion of Edward Everett, that he was “the greatest 
of gcod men, and the best of great men.”’ It has 
feitfor him with Erskine: ‘‘an awful reverence.”’ 
It has attested the ceclaration of Brougham that: 
“He was the greatest man of hisown orof any 
age.’’ Jt ismatter of fact to-dayas when Gen- 
eral Hamilton announcing his death to 
the ammy said: “The voice of praise 
would in vain endeavor to exalt a 
bame unrivalled in the lists of trne glory.”’ 
America still proclaims him, as did Cvlonel Hea- 
ry Lee in the house of representatives: ‘“‘Theman 
first in war, first in peace, and firstin the hearts 
oi hiscountrymen.”’ And from beyond the sea 
the voice of Alfieri, breathing the soul of all lands 
andall peoples, still pronounces the blessing: 
‘Happy are you who have for the sublimeand 
periwapent basis of you! glory the love of country 
demonstrated by deeds,’ 

Tejl me, ye whe have unrolled thescrolls that 
bear the records of the rise and fall of nations—ye 
before whose eyes have moved the panorama of 
menu's struggles, achievements and progression, 
find you anywhere the story of one whose life work 
is more than a fragment of that which in his life is 
set before you? 

Conquerors who have stretched your sceptres 
over boundless. territories; Founders of empires 
who have held your dominious in the reign of few; 
Reformers who have cried aloud in the wilderness 
of oppression; Teachers who bave striven to cast 
down false doctrine, heresy and schisms: states- 
men whose brains have throbbed with mighty 
plans for the amelioration of human society; scar 
crowned Vikings ot the sea, illustrious heroes of 
the jand. who have borne the standards of siege 
and battie,—come forthin bright array from your 
giorious fanes, and would ye be measured by the 
messure oi bisstature? Behold you notin hima 
mc«re illustrious, antmore’ venerable PRESENCE? 
Statesman, Soldier, Patriot, Sage, Reformfr of 
creeds, Teachers of truth «and justice, Achiever 
and Preserver of liberty, the First of Men, foundér 
and Saviour of his country, father ofhis peopk 
thigis He, solitary and unapproachable in iis 
granceur. 

Oh! felicitous providence that gave to America 
Our Washington! 

High soars iuto the sky to-day, higherthan the 
pyramids or the dome of St. Paul's or St. Peter’s— 
the loitiest and most imposing structure that man 
bas ever reared—high soars into the sky to where 

“FKarth bighest yearns to meet a star, 

the monument which ‘‘We the People of the 
United States’ have uplifted to his memory. It is 
a fiiting monument, more fitting than any statue. 
For his image conid only display him in some one 
phate of bis varied character, as the commander, 
the statesman, the planter of Mount Vernon, or 
the chief magistrate of his country. So art bas 
fiil) typified his exalced life in yon plain, lofty 
sheft. Suneh is his greatness that only by a symbol 
could it be reprerented. As Justice musi be blind 
in order to be whole in Contemplation, so History 
must be silentthat by this mighty sign she may 
disclose the amplitude of her story. 

It was fitting thatthe eminent citizen who thir- 
ty-seven years ago spoke at the laying of the corn- 
er stone should bethe orator at the consummation 
of the work which he inaugurated. It was Massa- 
chusetts that struck the first blow for independ- 
ence; it was her voice tbat made the stones of Bos- 
ion to “rise in mutiny;’’ it was ber blessed blood 
that sealed the covenant of our saiyation. The 
firmament of our National Life, she has thickly 
sown with deeds of glory. 

John Adams, of Massachusetts, was among the 
firstto urge the name of Washington to the conti- 
nental congress when it commmissioned him as 
commander in-chiefof the American forces: it 
was upon her soil that he drew the sword which 
wes sheatbed at Yorktown, and first gave to the 
battle breeze the thirteen stripes that now float ir 
new galaxies of stars. and meet it was that herein 
the capitol of the republic, at the distance of more 
than a century from its birth, the eloquent son of 
that illustrious state shonld span the chasm with 
his bridge of goid, and embiazon the final arch of 
commemoration. 

And 1 fancy too, thatin aland where the fac- 
tious tongucs of the older nations are being hushed 
atlest. andall rival strains commingled in the 
bicod of brotherhood, the accomplished mission 
of America tinds fitting illustration in the sage de- 
sgending irom the pilgrims crowning the hero 
sprung irom the cayaliers. 

it has seemed fittirg to you, Mr. Chairman, and 
gentlemen of the commission, that a citizen of 
the state which was the birthplace and the home 
cf Weshington—whose honee of burgesses, of 
which he was a member, made the first burst of 
opposition against the stamp act, althongh less 
pecubiarly interested therein than their New Eng- 
land brethren, and was the first representative 
body to recommend a general congress of the colo- 
nies: of the state whose Mason drew that bill of 
rights which has been called the magna charta of 
America: whose Jefferson wrote, whose Richard 
Henry Lee moved, the declaration that those celo- 
pies be “Free and Independent States’’; whose 
Hlenry condensed the revolution into the electric 
sentence, “Liberty or Death'’; of the state which 
cemented vnion with the vast territorial dowry 
out of which five states have been carved, having 
now here some ninety representatives: of that 
state whose Madison was named “the Father of 
ihe Constitution,’ and whose Marshall became its 
most eminent @xpounder—of the state which 
holds within its bosom the sacred ashes of Wash- 
ingion, and cherishes not less the principles 
which once kindled them with fires of Heaven de- 
scended—it has seemed fitting to you, gentlemen, 
that a citizen of that state should also be invited 
to deliver an address on this occasion. 

Great as a commander, it may not be said of him 
as of Marlborough, that “be never formed the 
pss of a campaign that he did not execute; never 

yesieged a city that he did not take; never fought a 
battle that he did notgain.’’ Butit can be said of 
him that, at the head of raw volunteers, hungry to 
the edge of famine, ragged almost to nakedness, 
whose muniments of war werea burlesque of its 
necessities, he defeated the trained bands and vet- 
eran generals of Europe: and that, when be had 
already earned the name of the American Fabius, 
destined tosavea nation by delay, he suddenly 
displayed the daring of a Marcellus. It may 
said that he was the first generalto employ large 
bodies of light infantry as skirmishers—catcuing 
the idea from his Indian warfare, and so deyelop- 
ing it that it was copied by the Great Fredeaiag of 
Prussia and ere long perfected into the system ow 
almost universal. It can be said of him as testified 
Ly Jobn Adams that “it required more serenity of 
ti myer, a deeper understanding and morecourage 
then fell to the lot of Marlborough to ride on the 
whirlwind” of such tempestuous times as Wash- 
ineten dealt with, and that he ¢id ride on the 
whirlwind and direct the storm. 
it cen be said that he Wits 
tied ina @ucible to whieh Marlborough was 
never subiected—adversity, defeat, depression of 
fortt ne bordering on despair. The first battle of 
his venth ended in capitulation. The first gen- 
eral engagement o! the revolution at Long Island 
opened a succession of disasters and retreats. But 
witb the energy that remoulds broken opportuai- 
ties intogreater ones, with “the firmness of mind 
tbat cap not be unlocked by trifles,but which when 
unlecked displays a cabinet of fortitade,’’ he 
wrenched victory from stubborn fortune, compell- 
ing the reluctant oracle to claim as to Alexander: 
“my son thon art Invincible.” So did he weave the 
net of war by land and sea ft the very mo- 
ment when an elated adversary was about tostrike 
the final blow for his country's fall, he surroan- 
cod bim by swiltamd far reachia 
— twined the Jilies of France w.

The Display of Fireworks 

The ceremonies were appropriately concluded 
by a fine display of fireworks at night in the mon- 
ument grounds. An immense crowd was attracted 
by the sight, and it seemed as though the entire 
population of the city had turned ont to do 
honor to the occasion. The grounds and 
streets leadipg thereto were thronged with 
people, and the roadway around the monument 
was packed with carriages of all descriptions. 
Many prominent persons were in attendance at 
the grounds. It was agood natured crowd, de- 
spite the keenness of the atmosphere, and almost 
every picee was greeted with cheers of admiration. 
The president and anumber of invited guests, 
including several cabinet ollicers, viewed 
the scene from the windows of 
the white house. Thesouth windows of the state 
and treasury department buildings were also util- 
ized es points of observation by a large number of 
persons. The display consisted of fifty sets of 
pieces, and lasted from 8 to Jo'clock. It opened 
witha national salute, consisting of aerial ma 
roons ‘fired from a mortar, and exploding with 
a ioud report at a height of three 
hundred feet, and closed with a representaticn of 
the temple of liberty, including an equestrian 
statue of General Washington, and figures repre- 
senting Columbus and the goddess of liberty. 
There were several other set pieces appropriate te 
the occasion, but the display consisted mainly of 
bomtshells, rockets, balloons, fount- 
aips of fire, bouquets and lights 
of ali colors. Thescene was a brilliant Ome at 
times. Telescope rockets were exploded atas 
altitude of six hundred feet, and discharged show- 
ers of smaller rockets over the apex of the monur 
ment, making it appear as though the shaft was 
robed with fire. The outlineof the monument 
was Clearly defined against the dark background, 
and so magnified that it seemed to pierce qhe sky.

New York, February 21.—|Speciai.]—There is a 
sme@jl but curious disturbance of the politica 
waters. Somebody has thrown a pebble into the 
gubernatorial pool of the state of New York, and 
the ripples are visible, even in the midst of the 
bigher waves of the incoming national adminis- 
tration. There are three persons who hopefully 
@esire to get the republican nomination ior 
governor. Neither is vain in rating himself a de- 
serving and popular candidate. The first is Gen- 
eral Joseph 8. Carr, the present secretary of state, 
He is a veteran of the war, into which he went as 


a colonel and out of which he came 
” brigadier-general. On returning to 
civil life he embarked in chaio 


manufacturing at Troy, but did not succeed yery 
weil, and some warm friends with political influ- 


Greece, and ex-Congressman Martin I. Townsend, 
got for him a nomination forthe office which he 
now holds. Heis in his second term, and in his 
election to it distinguished himself by running so 
far ehead of his ticket as to be tle only man on it 
elected. This was a result of ex-soldiers’ yotes 
because he was a veteran, Romen Catholic votes 
because he wesa membei of that church. Irish 
yotes because he was an Irishman, and friendly 
votes because he was personally and officially 
liked. He is ayowedly in the field for the govern- 
ers place. The two othe: men concerned in the 
slight disturbance are Theodore Roosevelt and 
Seth Low. They are yovng,ambitious and very 
wealthy. Roosevelt has been in the assembly two 
years. and has figured in the frontofreform. As 
achairman of legislative investigating commit 

tees he has raised the dickens with municipal 
abuses in this city. Helives in sumptuous ele- 
gance in the Astor neighborhood, and graces 
the daintiest society. Low is mayor of Brooklyn, 
and his reform administration during two terms 
basinade him famous. He possesses two millions 
by inheritance, and is socially at the apex of 
Brooklyn’s closest semblance of sristocracy. Both 
Roosevelt and Low are backed by lively and pow- 
erful young mens’ associations i: their respective 
cities, and their plans to secure the nomination 
next fall are conmiplele and carefu'. 

These two scions of wealth and ‘respectability 
met, the other night, at the union league’s recep- 
tion to Senator Evarts. Their conversation and 
demeanor, considering their polite antagonism, 
were interestedly listened and watched by 
many.

them, and it is explains d that, at most, they wer 
merely listeners to the aspersion; hut the story 
ig current, and much is being mode of it. An 
investigation shows that, before the war, Cart 
was a teacher of dancing at Troy, many 
of whose residents recall him asa remarkably able 
instryctor in ballroom graces. He subsequentiy 
keptacigar store and became the colonel otf a 
militia regiment, the coloneley of which is now 
beld bya barber.

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INCIDENTS OF DISASTER, 


A Remarkable Record of Casualties 
Throughout the Country. 

WASHINGTON, February 21.—To-day’s despatches 
present a remarkable record of casualties from fire 
and railroad accidents. One of the most shocking 
wasat Philadelphia. The private residence of 
Jobn A. King, retired lumber merchant, 1559 
Pine street, was burned between sixand seven 
o'clock this morning. The occupants had been 
alarmed by a slight fire early in the night, but had 
retired and were sleeping soundly when again 
nroused by the fire, and their escape cutoff. Mrs. 
Kivg dropped two small children from the fourth 
story tothe mattresses spread on the sidewalk 
below, and jumped afterthem. One child died 
in a few minutes from theshock. Mrs. Kingand 
her other child survived the fall, but were badly 
injured, Mr. John King, Miss Hamilton, Mrs, 
King’s sister, and two servants were burned. 
Another servant girl was seriously injured. Mrs. 
King and her remaining child are reported sink - 
ing rapidly and will probably die. Mrs. King has 
become insane. Two or three other fires were 
progressing at the time King’s house was burning, 
and the firemen were all engaged in fighting 
them. None of the other fires caused loss of life 
but the ageregate less of property was very heavy. 

The Chappaqua Mountain institute, at Chap- 
paqua, New York, was burned last night, and 
seventy five schoiars, with the family of the pria- 
CIpai Ata seyeral attendants, were driven out in 
their night clothes, with the thermometer about 
zero. They all obtained shelter close at hand, and 
no fata] casualties occurred. Loss about $650,000, 

A fire broke out at New Britain, Connecticut, in 
a livery stable at three o’clock this morning, and 
spread so rapidly that it got beyond control, and 
about $300,000 worth of property in the heart of 
the town was burned, and one man lost his life. 

An explosion of natural gas occurred at Wells- 
burg, West Virginia, this morning, wrecking one 
hovse and the debris took fire. The weather was 
intensely cold, and the flames spread rapidly. 
Five persons were killed outright and two are 
missing. The killed comprise one entire family. 
Hali a dozen ocher persons are injured, some of 
them seriously. 

At Charlotte, N, C., a fire destroyed Schiff Bros.’s 
building on Trade street, also the adjoining build- 
ing. The fire communicated to the rear rooms of 
the Central hotel], but was extinguished with little 
damege. Grace Howard, a disreputable woman, 
was fatally burned. The losses and insurances ars: 
Schill Bros. on buildings, $6,000, insurance $5,000; 
H. C. Ecles, owner of building occupied as drug 
store, $5,000, insurance $5,000; Schiff & Co., loss 
$1,000, insurance $1,500; William Wilson $27,000, 
insurance $17,000; Theodore Reese & Co $7,000, in- 
surance $5,000,

The Peculiar Burial of David Dicksen—Run Crazy

A TAYLOR COUNTY FARM 


In the Hands ef a Man Who Knew Whatto 
Do With It, 

BuTLER, Ga., February 21. — [Special.] — The 
farming experience of Mr. R. G. Tomlin on 70 
acres Of Jand last year is interesting. He used 
200 pounds of guano to the acre and made enough 
corn to do the place and thirty-six bales of cotton, 
averaging 465 pounds, with two mules. These are 
facts and can be established by raliable witnesses.

ARF’S REMINISCENCES OF FIFTY 
YEARS. 


The Chilcren of To-Day Better Off Than Thoeir 
Grandparents Were in Childhood— The Satur- 
Gay Wood-Chopping for Sunday Fires— 
Improvements in Illuminations, 


A sweet little gir] from Marietta writes me 
# nice letter and begs me to write something 
for the children—just for the children. 

I never look upon a tiock of happy, well 
raised children without wondering if they 
knew how well off they are—how much better 
off than their grand-parents were some fifty 
or sixty years ago. I would like to see old 
jather time set his clock back a half a century 
just for a week and put everything like it was 
then, and I would walk around and have lots 
of fun out of these little folks. I don’t believe 
they could stand ita whole week, but it would 
do them good totry. In the first place, they 
would have to getout of their comfortable 
houses with plastered walls and 
large lass windows and coal 
grates, and get into smaller houses with 
about two rooms in front and a back shed 
room, that had no fireplace and no ceiling and 
a window with ea wooden shutter, and in that 
shed room they would have to sleep, and the 
wind would come slipping in all night and 
kise their feces ever so nice. They would have 
te take off all their pretty clothes, jand wear 
country jeans and linsey,’and they would have 
to goto the shoemakers and have some coarse, 
rough shoes made of aap leather and no 
high heels nor box toes nor buttons. But they 
would be good and strong, and two pair weuld 
last any boy or girl a whole year—one pair 
would do them if they greased them now and 
then and went barefooted during summer as 
we used to do—all the store stockings would 
have to be dispensed with, and the elastic too, 
and they would put on some good warm ones

I would watch the poor callow as 
he tried tomake a pen outof the quill, and 
after he had cutitto a pointsee him try to split 
it in the middle with his kuife, and split it too 
far or not far enough, or on one side and then 
throw it away in despair. 

It would all befun tousold folks, but it 
wouldent be fun for the boys or the girls to be 
set back. But there are old people living now 


. who do the same old things and live the same 


old way. Colone] Campbell Wallace still uses 
the quill pens and makes them himself, and I 
Wish you could see how nicely and how 
quickly he can do it. Our schoolteachers 
had to make the pens for 
ail their scholars, anid it took 
about half their time, for they had to mead 
them oftener than make them. When the 
first-split wore out he hadtosplitit again 
and trim itdowntoanew point. His knife 
was always open and ready. Poorman! He 
died before the steel pens were invented and 
never got the good of them. 

But we were used to these ways and never 
thought hard of them. Judge Lester used to 
run over to our house of acold morning and 
say tomy mother: Please mam, lend mea 
chunk of fire, and I used to go overto his 
house and dothe same thing. Bat we didn’t 
let it go out often. We knew how to cover up 
fire in the ashes so as to keep it till morning. 
I remember going over to Forsyth county 
ence when an old Indian lived there by the 
mame of Sawnee. He didn’t go off with the 
reet of the Indians, but lived on a ntountain ecali- 
ed Sawnee’s mountain,and he had some grand- 
sons about our age. George Lester and Cicero 
Strong were with me, and we gavean Indian 
boy some money to show us how they got fire 
when their fire went out. He took two dry 
hickory sticks about a foot long and as large as 
my thumb and 2 litile bunch of dry grass, and 
atarted off on a run, and rubbed the sticks 
together so rapidly that you could hardly sec 
thef, and the friction made fire and caught 
the grass, and he came back in half a minute 
with a blaze in his hand. I used to go down 
to the store at night with my father, and he 
hed a tinder box nailed up by the door and 
weuld strike the steel with the flint and make 
aspark and let it fallon a piece of punk 
and ‘light it, and then he would ii ht 
his caudle from the punk. ut 
matches came i  alon atter while 
and stopped all that. 1 remember the first 
matches that came to our town. They were 
called Lucifer matches for some folks thought 
what the “old boy” had something to do with 
tect, «42nd «© «Couldn't ~—suse them.

events ofthe year. It was almost as big a 
thing as hog killing. The boys prepared the

a bundletodry. Whenthe time come, the 
first cold weather in the fall, our mother 


~ would get out the candle wick and wind it 
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| a the ecissors and that made the wicks when 


doubled just long enough for a candle. Three 


’ er four canes were then interlaced through the 
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or quilting frames were placed parallel on the 
backs of chairs and were wide enough apart 
to let the candles between and hold up the 
canes. The big pot had to be kept nearly full 
all the time. A cane of wicks was 
let down slowly in the pot 
until the cane rested on its edges. 
Then it was lifted up and allowed to drip 
awhile and then placed as number one be- 
tween the long poles where, if it dripped any 
more, it was on the old plank. The first 
course was long and tedious, for it took the 
loose cotton wick some time to absorb the tal- 
low. After that the process was rapid. Tallow 
would harden on tallow quickly, and at every 
dripping the little candles got larger uatil 
after while they were large enough at the bot- 
tom ends to fill a candlestick, and that ended 
the job. They were left on the poles over 
night and then slipped off the rods and placed 
in the candlebox or an old trunk. 

Seven times sixty made 420 candles, and 
that was the year’ssupply. Only ene candie 
was usual for the table in the family room. 
The reading and sewing was all done by that. 
The boys were allowed a piece of one to go to 
bed by. Nobody sat up until midnight then. 
The night was believed to be created for sleep 
and rest, and the day for work. There were 
no theaters nor sketing rinks—no reading nov- 
els half the night, and lying in bed until 
breakfast next morning. The rule was to go 
to bed at nine o’clock and get up with the 
chickens. But now we couldn’t read by can- 
dle light. Ittakes at least two lamps, and 
one lamp is equal to ten candles. But we got 
along pretty well. All the substantial things 
were as good as they are now. Good water— 

ood air—good sunshine and shower—good 
Reali ood warm clothes—good bread and 
meat, and inilk and butter—good peaches and 
apples—-good horses to ride—good fishing and 
swimmingand hunting. We dident have 
railroads and telegraphs and telephones and 
sewing machines, and so forth, but we dident 
need them. We need them now 
for the world is so full of peoplethat the old 
ways wouldn’t teed and clothe them. The 
right thing always comes along at the right 
time. If the clock was set back I wonder 
how this generation would manage about the 
cooking business. Fifty years ago there were 
nocookmg stoves. The ovens aad skillets 
end spiders were big heavy things that had 
to be fitted on andofi the fre with a pair of 
pot hooks. They had heavy lids and the 
cooking was done by putting coals under- 
neath and coals on top. It 
took bark and chips to make coals quickly and 
our old cook used to say, ‘‘Now git me some 
berk, little master, and 1 gib you a bikket 
when he done.” There was no sodaor tar- 
taric acid or baking powder. The biscuit 
were made by main strength. The dough 
was kneaded by strong arms, and sometimes 
it was beaten with the rolling pin until it 
blistered. Whenthe dough blistered it was 
good and made good biscuit. I can’t say that 
we have any better cooking now than we had 
then; but the stove makes it a great deal easier 
to cook, : 

The boys had no baseball! but they had bull- 
pen and cet and town ball and rolly hole and 
teg and sweepetakes and pull over the mark 
and foot races and so forth and they thought 
there was nothing better. They had the best 
rubber balls in the world and made them 
themselves. Some of them could bounce thir- 
ty feet high. They were made by cutting an 
old rubber shoe into strings and winding the 
strings into a bal) and covering it with buck- 
skin. But after while the rubber shoes were 
not made of all rubber. They 
were mixed with something 
that took some of the bounce out and our bells 
degenerated. There was i old man living 
near VAVDU was called “Lying Tom Turner,”’ 
and he told us boys one day that when he was 
a boy he had a rubber bal) that he was afraid 
to pouuce hard for fear it would go up out of 
sight and he would lose it. We asked him 
what became of his ball, and he said he 
bounced it one day most too hard and it went 
up in the clouds and was gone half an hour, 
and when it came down his little dog grabbed 
it in his mouth and it rebounced and carried 
the dog up with it out of sight, and he had 
never seen the ball nor the little dog since. 

Well, I don’t know which times are the 
best, the old timesor the new. Itis verynice 
to have a nice house and nice furniture and 
nice clothes and lots of nice story books and to 
ride on the cars, but inthe old times, people 
didn’t hanker after such things and they were 
easy to please and werein no hurry to get 
through life, and there were no suicides and 
very few crazy folks, and no pistols to carry 
in the hip-pockets. Nowadays there is a skel- 
eton in most every house. I don’t mean a 
real skeleton but some great big trouble that 
throws a dark shadow over the family. There 
were not any exciting books to read, no sensa- 
tion novels that poison the mind just like bad 
food poison the body. There were but half 
a dozen newspapers inthe whole state and 
they didn’t have whole columns full of 
murders end suicides and robberies~ and 
awiul fires that burned up poor lunatics and 
all other horrid things to make a tender heart 
feel bad. There was nobody very rich and 
nobedy very poor, and we had as great men 
then as we have now. 

If the clock was set back, and he little cir] 
who wrote to me wanted to go to Augusta 
with her grand-pato visit her kinfolks she 
would have to get inthe mail coach and jog 
along all day and all night at four miles an 
hour and pay ten cents a mile, and it would 
taketwo daysand nights, and she would be 
tired almost to death and so would her grand- 
pa. Well, they just couldn’t go. But now 
they can go as cheap as to stay at home, and 
do it m less time, as the Irishman said. 

But the clock will not beset back, and so 
we must all becontent with things as they are 
and make them better if we can.

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GOING OVER THB WAR. 

The past month has been prolific in discus 
sions of the war and its conduct on the con- 
federate side. From (Ceneral Sherman's 
speech on Davis to Grant’s paper on Shiloh, 
there has been constant firing all along the 
line. 

Three things appear to have been settled 
by this discussion. 

Firat, that General Lee saw the hopeless- 
ness of the fight he was making long before 
he was in honor permitted to sheathe his 

, sword. Moved to prevent the useless sacri- 
fice of brave men, he urged on Mr. Davis the 
importance of encouraging the peace senti- 
ment in the north, and of ending the struggle 
whenever he could get honorable terms. 

Second, that the opposition to the policy 
of President Davis, on the part of the gover- 
nors of the states, was much stronger than 
has been generally thought. It transpires 
that Governor Vance formally threatened the 
confederate secretary of war to call on the 
North Carolina troops to resist what he be- 
lieved to be unconstitutional action of the 

roverpment on Carolina soil—and that a 
meeting of the governors of the seceding 
states to formulate some concerted opposition 
to the policy of the president, was actually 
agreed on. 

Third, that Shilob, one of the decisive bat- 
tles of the war, was lost when Alberi Sidney 
Johnson fell—that Grant would have been 
routed bad Johnson lived to have pushed to 
iis conclusion the victory he hai won.

_ inga tremendous clamor on the silver ques- 
tion. We bave heard for some weeks that

fusing to receive silver certificates from each 
ther in cettlement. The advertisement of

that the country is going to the dogs on ac- 
count of the compulsory coinage of silver. 
One would think that the stability of the re- 
public depended on the immediate repeal! of 
the law, and that the business interests of ev- 
ery section are demanding relief from the 
deluge of silver. The arguments employed, 
however, havea mustysmeli. The country 
has heard them before. They are simply ex- 
tracts, so to speak, from the clamer 
that went up from Wall street when 
it wes proposed to remonetize silver. The 
theory of the speculators and gold-bugs at 
that time was that the remonetization of sil- 
ver would drive gold out of the country, es- 
tablish a depreciated currency, and bring 
about a financial crash. They predicted, 
furthermore, that the silver dollar would be 
rated at its bullion value. 

We have seen how these predictions have 
been fulfilled. Gold bas not been driven out 
of the country, but has circulated, and is still 
circulating, side by side with silver. More- 
over, the silver dollar is not rated at its bul- 
lion value save in the minds of the tools of 
the Wall street speculators, but is interchange- 
able with gold and treasury notes. It circu- 
lates and performs its functions as perfectly, 
and is as valuable as money, as the gold dol- 
lar; and it will continue to possess this value. 

We suppose tbat there is not a thoughtful 
person in the country who fails to under- 
stand the attitude of Wall street and its 
organs. Their sole aim is to depreciate silver 
so as to vive a speculative value to gold. Wall 
street, its bank connections and its newspa- 
pers are not in favor of acurrency that 
meets the necessities ol the peo- 
ple. What they want is a currency 
that fits the speculative needs of the Wall- 
street swindlers. ‘The less money there is in 
the country the better for their purposes. 
They can then depreciate or inflate values to 
suit themselves, precipitate panics and wreck 
things. 

The latest shape the anti-silver clamor has 
taken is in opposition to the bill recently in- 
troduced in the house by Congressman Dors- 
heimer. This bill provides for free coinage, 
and for the coinage of silver dollars of the 
“full bullion weight and yalue,’’ to quote 
from a careful organ of Wall street. Of 
course there is tremendous opposition to Mr. 
Dorsheimer’s bil], but it is opposition that is 
thrown away, for there seems to be no proba- 
bility that any change will be made in the 
weight of the silver dollar, since its money 
value is fully equal to the money value of 
gold. The people ask no more than this, and 
they will have no less as long as their repre- 
sentatives insist that silver shal] maintain its 
present position in the currency. 

It is confidently stated that Mr. Cleyeland’s 
views on the silver question were parallel 
with those of the Wall-street speculators, 


is notin favor of depreciating ‘silver in the 
interest of a few rich men who desire to man- 
ipulate values in the interest of their pockets, 
Wedo not believe that the president-elect 
will disappoint public expectation by placing 
himselfon the side of the cormorants who 
began their work of destruction by demone- 
tizing silver, and who now desire at least a 
p#rtial return to the confusion and disaster 
that marked the period when they compel- 
led the government to unite with them in 
bringing on Black Friday and otherwise un- 
settling affairs.

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


The Building Completed and the First Meet- 
ing Held---A Pleasant Occasion, 

Last night the new chamber of commerce was 
brilliantly lighted, and presented an exceedingly 
handsome appearance as the members assembled 
to hold theie first meeting in the new house, 
‘bere is certainly nota handsomer hali in the 
state than that of the chamber, 

Promptly at eight o’clock the meeting was call- 
ed to order by Vice President A. C. Wyly, who, on 
taking the chair, said: 

Gentlemen of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce: In coming together for our first meeting 

n our magnificent new building we have but one 
regret. That is that our late president, the big 
hearted, whole-souled Benjamin FE. Crane, could 
not have lived to preside over this meeting. I 
rust I do not arrogate too much to myself when I 
ay that probably no man knew Major Crane bet- 
ter than 1 did. In fact, we were so much together 


that we were twitted with the terms of “Siamese 
twips,”’ ‘Demon and ‘Pythias,” etc., and 
Isay here to-night 1 accept as a compliment 
anything that connects me with Benj. E. Crane, 

Taking a retrospective view of this chamber ef 
commerce, commencing at its inception about 
thirteen years ego, when Major Crane came 10 me 
and suggested we should try the experiment; fol- 
lowing it through the dark daysol the panic of 
1873, when its members resolved todo all they 
could to sustain our local banks. and did assist 
them greatly; following our little band when it 
left its little hall opposite the Kimball house and 
came toits new quarters over Dunn, Ogietree & 
Co.’s store on Alabama street; remember 
ing the days from 1877 to 1883, when Major 
Crane and your humble servant divided the task 
of going from door to door each day and urging 
mem bers to attend a “meeting on change.’ I say 
when | think of all this,and then recur to the 
tumpmer of 18853, when the business men of At- 
lanta rallied as one man and increased our num- 
bers to nearly two hundred geod and true  busi- 
ness men,and then look upon this magnificent 
building I teel proud that I have been connected 
with this enterprise. 

But every board of trade that ever was organized 
bad to struggle inits inception. In 1876, 1 was in 
Chicago and was told by one of the oldest mem- 
bers of the Chicago beard of trade that when their 
board of trade was first established, and by less 
than one dozen business men, they found it im- 
pessible tosecure aregular attendance until they 
tell upon the plan of having crackers, cheese and 
beer jor those who attended the meetings. Now 
the Chicago board of trade numbers full 2,000 
mem bers, and the daily attendance on their board 
is irom 1200 to 1,500 members. If it did not pay 
ibey would not attend. Atlanta is notas big a= 
Chicago now, but she is as big as Chicago wes when 
she bad only 60,000 inhabitants. 

What we may be able tojmake of her depends 
tk ng on the extent and earnestness of our ef- 

orts. 

To work in effectiyely we must work in concert. 

The benetits of a board of trade will be more and 
more apparent to each member from day to day 
if he attends the meetings regularly. 

Memberships of some boards of trade are now 
worth thousands of dollars. It will be our fault 
if our seats in this chamber of commerce are not 
worth a large premium in the near future. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read and 
adopted. The report of the building committee 
was read and approved. Mr. R. J. Lowry, tue 
treasurer, made his report. 

Resolutions were passed thanking the treasurer 
and building committee for their valuable ser- 
vices in the construction of the building, On mo- 


tion of Governor Bullock there was a rising yote 
of thanks to the secretary, Mr H. M, Cottingham, 
who bas worked so earnestly for the good of the 
institution. 

Feveral committees were appointed, the most 
important of which was a committee with Mr. J. 
W. Harle as chairman to arrange the details for 
the daily meetings »:iween 11:00 and 1:00, and to 
arrapge with the telegraph company to furnish 
the market reports. Twenty-six names were 
placed on the subscription list to pay for the mar 
det rePorts, which is fully sufficient to cover all 
demanés, so that it may be considered certain that 
the reports will be received now in a very few days. 
The secretary will immediately proceed to place 
the proper boards in the hall for posting dis- 
patches, which will be delivered into tne building 
by wire. 

The committee on Major Crape’s portrait re 
ported that they had raised $226, and had awarded 
the paintrpg of the portrait to Mr. J. H. Moser. 
The committee on enlogy reported that on the 5th 
oi March Captain Harry Jackson would deliver in 
the chamber an address on Major Crane's life and 
servis. To that the public will be invited.

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THE DAY IN MACON. 


THE GOSSIP OF THE DAY IN THE 
CENTRAL CITY. 


The Charges of Fraud Against Unitea States Com- 
missioner Haskins—He Makes New. Chargee 
—Com missioners Erwin and Brown In- 
terviewed~- Other Macon Matters, 


Macon, Ga., Febuary 21.—[{Special.}—The devel- 
opments brougbt forth in THe Consrrrution’s spe 
cials of yesterday, bas stirred matters up lively in 
the various departments of the southern district. 
Great effort was made on the part of the officials 
to suppress the facts. 

Commissioner Haskins says that he has been 
used as a scape goat by other officials, and that 
frauds of the grossest nature have been going on 
in the commissioner's offices. He cited cases, 
which he said, originated with Commissioner Fr- 
win, of Macon. 

Commissioner Erwin was called on and said 
when asked about them: 

“The statements made by late Commissioner 
Heskins are false and without foundation, I do 
not care to enter into a discussion with a person 
charged with being a defaulter and violator of 

public law. 

‘‘At the proper time the mattor will be brought 
before the courts. I will be prepared. under 
sanction of the authority to gratify hig 
anxiety to have his official 
record made public. The pu)lic records, em brrac. 
ing my Official acts, are open to the public and 
press. The cases of Dr, William O’Daniell, of 
Twiggs county, and the other cases referred to, 
all under the approval of the district-attorney, 
and indorsed under his affidavit. The idea of my 
employing a professional witness is absurd.”’ : 

THE OLDEST COMMISSIONER OF THIS SECTION, 

Mr. W. W. Brown, postmaster of the city, is the 
oldest Uhited States commissioner of this section 
of the state. He occupied the office before the 
southern district was established, when ten dol- 


lars a year could not be made out of the fees. He 
was commissioned December 27, 1881, when there 
was scarcely any business. 

He was asked to-day whathe thought of the 
alleged frauds, and said: 

“Nothing of thekind hasever come under my 
observation. Thestrong point made against the 
commissioners by the department is the com pari- 
son in expenses to former years. 

“Tam decidedly of thefopinion that there is 
nothing init. As to comparisons which have 
been drawn relative to the large increase of busi- 
ness for the pest year or two over former ones, the 
reasen is that prior to the establishment of the 
southern district and appointment of the district 
attorney, the marshals and other court officers of 
the state were in one judicial district, with one 
judge and one set of i £ officers, all of 
whom lived in Atlanta, where they 
made a maximum amount of fees from a large 
amount oi business arising from violators of the 
revenue laws in the mountains and consequently 
they did just as little as possible in the southern 
end ofthestate. When the southern district was 
established and new officers were commissioned 
a large amount of cases were found covering. sey- 
eral years back of which no notice had deen 
taken by the court officers before the estabdlish- 
ment of the district. They naturally took steps 
to bring them into the courts 
which made a large volume of bustmess because it 
covered a period of several years. The commis- 
sioners are held respousible for a large number of 
cases withina yesror two andif the reflection 
upon them was based upon that alone, It can 
but be an injustice to them for a large number of 
cases upon which conviction were had upon final 
trial, came just within the statute of limitation, 
showing that they existed before thecourt was 
established and have been passed over or no notice 
taken of them by officers of the court located in 
Atlanta.”’

What then: is man merely the oyster cast on 
the shoal of Time, shut hopelessly within the 
shell of the senses, while the ocean of infinite 
mystery mutters around him’? Rather he is the 
cocoon swinging on the tree of Time: feeling, in 
the winds of thoughtthat toss his shell, in the 
rays of aspiration that pierce it, intimations that 
the day for the breaking of shelis—the day of free- 
dom and light—will come. 


It is notable that Mrs. W. L. Peel joins 
Mrs. Bryan in choosing from an anonymous writer 
what she censiders superior to all that has been 
written in the shadow of great names, Here is 
her selection: 

Few bring back at eve 
Immaculate, the manner of the morn 
Something we thought is blotted 
We resolved is shaken; 

We denounced, returns again. 


Mr. Hoke Smith selected Hooker’s apostrophe 
to “‘law,’’ but being told thatit had already been 
gent in, planted himself on the following extract 
from Senator Hill’s Notes on the Situation. 

“Whosaved his country, saves himself, saves 
nl) things, and all things sane do bless him. Who 
Jets his country die, Jets all things die, dies him- 
self ignobly, and all things dying curse him.”’ 


Judge R. P. Trippe, fairly a worshipper of Car- 
lyle, can find nothing, elsewhere so good as this 
from his favorite: 

“Incrutable is genetic history; impracticable 
the theory of causation, and transcends all calecu- 
lus of man’s devising! Thou, thyself, oh! reader, 
over what bairbreadth bridges of accident, through 
what yawning perils, and the man-devouring gu'f 
of centuries, hast thu got safe hither—from Adam 
all the way.”’ 


Mr. Joe] Chandler Harris, barred, because of its 
length from the choice of Sianey Carton’s vision on 
the scaffold, (in the ‘“‘Tale of Two Cities’’) selects 
the following from Sir Thomas Browne's ‘‘Ura 
Burial’, 

“But the iniquity of oblivion blindly scattereth 
her poppy,aud deals with the memory of men with- 
out distinction te merit of perpetuity. Who can 
but pity the founder of the pyramids? Hero- 
stiatus lives that burnt the temple of Diana, he 
js almost lost that built it. Time hath 
spared the epitaph of Adrian’s horse, 
conicounded that ol himself. In 
vain we compute our felicities by the advantage 
of our good names, since bad have equal durations 
and Thersites is like to live as long as Agamem- 
non. Who knows whether the best of men be 
known, or whether there be not more remarkable 
persons forgot than any that stand remembered in 
the known account oftime? Without the favor of 
the everlasting register, the first man had been as 
unknown as the last, and Methuselah’s long life 
had been bis only chronicle.’’ 

Mr. Z, B. Graves thinks ‘‘the wisest, truest, 
safest’ theory under ten lines is Luther’s excla- 
mation. 

“Tam more afraid of myself than of the pope 
and all biscardinale. I baye within me the great 
pope—self,”’ 

There they are! The twenty-one judgments of 
twenty-one people whoread. Of all solicited for 
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by reason of absence. Of the first nine replies re- 
ceiyed, six dealt with the unsolvable problem of 
death, and in the whole list, but one treats of love. 
There are but two on patriotism, and one on law, 


The som we cast of the selections will strike the 
most casual reader. The jocundity peeping be- 
tween the lines from Tristam Shandy, and the sad 
smile behind Mr. Harris’s quotation, lend relief to 
an almost unbroken array of regrets, yearnings, 
strenuous aspiration or invocation. The bugle- 
call of patriotism twice lifted and the low words 
of love but once spoken, are dulled in the roar of 
the Infinite that beats in from all sides. 


It will be noted that prose and poet-y divide the 
honors equally—that seven Americans, two of 
whom are Georgians, stand against twelve Euro- 
peans, that Milton alone is chosen twice, and 
George Eliot not once, and that every reader who 
runs the lines over will think that he or she could 
bave made twenty one better selections. That 
may or may notbe. In the meantime suppose we 
close these echoes with Ingersoll’s neat wish: “I 
long to see the time come when health shall be 
contagious.”’
